irible sight, the fire of the Spanish Mausers

inside at once by their companions. Desperate 
hand to hand fights ensued in the trenches, 
Eeyones against bayonet, and revolvers against 
bolos., The Spanish got inside after a desperate 
defence. The rebels then had cduse to lament 
their stupidity in covering all the trenches and
